Robinson briefed the members present on the background of 
Ethel M. Smith, K4LMB, expressing her thoughts as a candidate 
for the office of Executive Secretary. Comments were made by 
all present concerning the applicants, Discussion was termin- 
ated to interview Miss Smith. Following the interview, 
Robinson moved, Gartsman seconded that Ethel M. Smith, X4LMB 
be selected as Executive Secretary of QCWA. 


Director David reported that plans for the Annual Meeting, 
October 24-26, were progressing. 


Miligan moved, Robinson seconded, to transfer funds from 
the time deposit account and the account in passbook savings 
to a 74%, 4 year time deposit certificate with the Bowery 
Bank. The same motion included the transfer of funds from 
a Savings and Loan passbook account to a 74% time deposit 
certificate at the Franklin Bank. Miligan moved, seconded 
by David, that the operating account in the Mamaroneck branch 
of the National City Bank of New York be transfered to a new 
account in the name of the Association at the Fairfax County 
National Bank of McLean, Va., with the signatory of this 
account restricted to the Treasurer or the President or a 
Vice President. 


The Treasurer reported on the life membership account and 
recommended that the life member fee be continued at a rate 
15 times the annual dues. Miligan moved, Robinson seconded. 
Passed. 


Devaney moved, Miligan seconded, that an Executive Committee 
be appointed by the President, consisting of the President, 
Vice President, Recording Secretary and two Directors. The 
President appointed Directors Miligan and Robinson. 


The President then thanked the officers and directors for 
being present and taking the time to come to Washington at 
their own expense. 


Meeting adjourned at 1604 hours.

The August issue of QST reported FCC proposal (Docket 20092) 
to make Extra Class licensees eligible for any specific un- 
assigned call. ... The 25-year requirement for a two-letter 
call would be dropped. ... AS a consequence, it is considered 
that the availability of 1x2 calls in each District would 
rapidly become non-existent. Living in an era of great popula- 
tion mobility, this would unduly penalize the present holder 
of two-letter call who may relocate....- 


It may be that some time requirement modification to a 
shorter interval is warranted; however, measures should be 
instituted to accord fair treatment to present two-letter 
call holders.
